insurance period;

(ii) All determinations of these deficiencies,
substances, or conditions are made using
samples of the production obtained by us or
by a disinterested third party approved by us;
and

(iii) The samples are analyzed by a grader
licensed to grade the insured crops under
the authority of the United States Grain
Standards Act or the United States
Warehouse Act with regard to deficiencies in
quality, or by a laboratory approved by us
with regard to substances or conditions
injurious to human or animal health.  Test
weight for quality adjustment purposes may
be determined by our loss adjuster.

(4) The grain production that is eligible for quality
adjustment, as specified in sections 11(d)(2) and
(3), will be reduced by the quality adjustment
factor contained in the Special Provisions.

(e) Any production harvested from plants growing in the
insured crop may be counted as production of the
insured crop on a weight basis.

12. Prevented Planting
Your prevented planting coverage will be 60 percent of
your per-acre revenue guarantee for timely planted
acreage.  You may increase your prevented planting
coverage to a level specified in the actuarial documents
by paying an additional premium.
